The South 
African Union would be retained, 
excepting that Natal, being so pre- 
ponderatingly British might be 
given the option to contract out. 

in all that I have said I have not 
lost_ slght of the needs of the less 
‘vivfflael? peoples, who are to be 
found in Africa in greater measure 
than elesewhere. I would entrust 
them for a transitional period of 
from fifteen to twenty years to a 
general league of all-the nations. 
in Central Africa, for instance, the 
idministration would be in charge 
of nominces of the leagus. One of 
their main responsibilities would 
be the steady preparation of the 
people, by education and culture, 
.o take over the responsibility for 
the administration of their own 
affairs. 

The re-groupings made as a 
meang to cultural progress would 
need ty be safeguarded from an 
excess of particularism. To-day 
the two main streams of civilisa- 
tion are fed from two widoly divid- 
ed cultures—the Asintic and the 
European. 

Every Asiatic 
is brought face 
Muropean culture in a varicty 
of ways; but broadly speak- 
ing, .the European who has 
not lived in, the Enst (and 
nine hundred and nincty-nine out 
of a thousand of his fellow-country-/ 
men who have sojourned in Asia) 
does not know’ Enstern culture in

Tho value and importance of hap- 
piness and contentment of reflec- 
tion over the fruits of knowledge 
and the direct reactions to outer 
nature would be taught ‘to the 
young. The habit of contempla- 
tion would be as general during 
moments of lefaure as is to-day the 
wastage of precious time. 

There would be full freedom 
and equality of religious 
opinion, and also of practice, 
so long as it did not touch 
upon the rights of others. 
Poctry and imaginative’ litera- 
ture of all countries, especially 
of the neglected Moslem world, 
‘would be brought within the 
reach of ench and all. 

The promotion of the public 
health would be sought both ‘by 
education thereon and by the en- 
couragement of physical culture, 
hiking, sports and games. 

The time ‘and-moncy now 
foolishly wasted by sections of © 
the public in over-clothing and 
over-feeding would be replaced 
by rational dict and dress and 
the use ef golf caursey tennis 
courts, ericket, foofball and 
hockey grounds and other 
sports for which widespread 
provision would be made. 

In these ways the people would 


the] 


be encournged to divert the mind 
and exercise the body. There 
would be no regimentation In the 
use of amusements, as each in-' 
iyvidual would be left free to 
choose his own form of recreation. 
The dictatorship would recognisa 
that there is no standing still in 
human affairs and that both science 
end economic policy must serve the! 
onds of progress. As Sir J. J. 
Thomson showed jn his presidential 
address to the Section of Mathema- 
tieal and Physical Sciences at the} 
contenary meeting of the British 
Association, there is too much mass 
production in’ university science’ 
teaching. Far too many unsuitable 
men are turned to Jaboratory work 
fu various brapches of research, 
The best results can be 
achieved, I am confident, by 
providing the fullest ‘means’ 
for Investigation to men of 
proved power and achievement, 
I would give a Faraday, a Ross 
and an Einstein ‘adcquate re- 
sources and let him choose his 
own assistants, 
In this way scientific research 
and progress would be revitalised 
with the fire of individual genius. 
The higher prizes would be offered 
-—not only from the material, but 
from the sucial and honorific points| 
of view—for scientific discoveries; | 
while those who showed — natural 
inclinations and promise by. 
original thought and work would 
be placed in positlons where they 
could carry forward: their re- 
searches, not only in all the induc- 
tive sciences, but in history, litera- 
ture and economic studies. .. 
From all that has been said it 
might appear that the necessity 
for man to face danger and ad- 
versity, to develop his mental: re-

any renal sense. I would therefore’ 
make bi-culturalism an essential 
feature of education. 

1 should aim at the ideal of 
every European child being 
taught'an Eastern language, 
and every Asiatic child a 
European language.

the purpose of combating fire.” 

(italics are mine.)

Not feoling sure of my ground 
I caillod on Mr. H. T. Brooks, 
Suporintendent of the Fire Brigade, 
He admitted that the Government 
is powerless in so far as old build- 
ings are concerned, There is no 
provision in the Ordinance where- 
by the Governmont can force ‘land- 
lords or occupiers of buildings 
which are alrendy ,in existence to 
Instal such o service, But whore 
projected buildings aro coricerned, 
the Government and even the Fire 
Department can make this order 
compulaary. Tho course to take is 
a simple cne—mercly not to pass 
thé plans af a proposed building 
unlesa a hydrant is included. 

Mr. Brooks pointed out that the 
regulation had been in cxistence 
for many years. When he. first 
took charge of the’ Fire Department 
there were about ten such services 
installed. To-day there are over 
four hundred. The new regula- 
tlons were only un adjustment of 
the feos, In other words It may 
well be called an increase in the 
tees to be paid for such services. 

* + 
Still Hoping. : 

I pointed out that the increaso in 
the installation of such services 
are’ mostly for buildings recently 
constructed and owned by 
Europenns. Mr. Brooks agreed. 
He, however, is still hoping that 
existent buildings will fall.in line. 

When the matter is carefully 
consdered from: all angles, it {s 
feared that the hope is rather a 
forlorn one. In'the firat place, an 
owner will think of his pocket “be- 
fore atiything else.

[By ‘Sir Malcolm Campbell.) 


According to Captain Sir 
Malcolm Campbell, . who is 
motoring editor of The Field, 
the automobile industry gains 
enormously from the _ lessons 
learned by Britain's acroplane 
manufacturers.

We find now that 
the latest metals employed in 
aeroplane work give the neces- 
sary strength with the minimum 
of weight, and already this 
practice is being employed in 
modern car construction. 

“We find that the modern car 
has aluminium cylinders with 
cast iron liners, also in many 
cases duralumin connecting rods 
are now being used instead of 
stecl, anti all this means a great 
saving in weight, [venture to 
predict that the future will 
see our large cars welgh- 
ing 15 ewt. to 20 «cw, 
nt the outside, instead of the 
present S5ewt. to 2 tons, and 
that the baby-type of vehicle 
will turn the scale at under 
Sewt. 

“This reduction in weight will 
mean a saving in prime cost, a 
great reduction in running costs, 
as well as a far more efficient all- 
round performance, power to 
weight ratio beng the determin- 
ing factor. It does not neces- 
sarily mean that because a car 
is light that it will not hold the 
rond when driven at high speeds,

Brakes Should Not 
’ Be Applied.

Many motorists are not quite 
certain what is the right: thing 


to do when.n tyre gocs flat when 


_ travelling at a fairly fast speed, 
According to: orie authority the 
best precedre when a front tyre 
“goes” is to take a good grip of 
the steering wheel, lift the foot 
off the accelerator, and allow 
the compression of the engine to 

- glow the vehicle up. Under ne 
circumstances should the driver 
attempt to apply the brakes, 
until the car has virtually lost 
most of its momentum. Should 
a rear tyre go flat when travell- 
ing at high speed no attempt 


should be made to use the 
brakes; their use ia likely to 
overturn the car, A firm grip of 
the steering wheel, immediate 
release of the accelerator pedal, 
and allow the engine compression 
to do the pulling up, is the safest 


procedure. Whether it be o front: 


or back tyre that goes, do not. 
de-clutch, a8 this cuts out the 
braking effect of the compres- 
gion of the engine.

Methods at the Ford 
Rouge Plant. 


Dearborn, Mich. 

Instaljation. of a 400-ton fur- 
nace, hot metal mixers and a 
baling press capable of making 
furnace “sandwiches” put of 
snivaged automobiles at the rate 
of almost one a minute is under 
way at the Rouge Plant of the 
Ford Motor Company. * These 
additions involve sn expenditure 
estimated at $500,000 and will 
increase the melting facilitics of 
the open hearth equipment by 
600 tons, bringing the total capn- 
city to approximately 2,600 tons 
every 24 hours. 

The new machinery will be 
used in’ providing scrap metal 
easential to the making of steel. 
For the past 20 months a por- 
tion of this scran has been ob- 
tnined by wrecking, old auto- 
mobiles of various sizes and 


“males which are purchased and 


delivered by the company deal- 
ers, The present method is to 
remove all materials of salvaging 
value, such as glass, leather and 
tyres, crush the chassis and slice 
the resulting wreckage to sizes 
suitable for admission to furnace 
doors. Were it is mixed with 
molten pig ironsand refined into 
a high quality of steel. Under 
the new arrangement instead of 
crushing and shearing into bits 
it will be necessary to thrust the 
chassis into a powerful hydraulic 
press which will shape them into 
compact bales hardly larger than 
bales of hay, at the rate of ap- 
proximately one per minute, 

A conveyor will deposit the 
bales in charging boxes and. the 
boxes be emptied into the new 
furnaces. Following the melting 
process the scrap steel will be 
transferred by  crane-swung 
ladies to any of nine 100-ton 
open hearth furnaccs. stationed 
adjacent to it. There it subse- 
quently wil Be joined by molten

Improvement at golf is never a 
Rteady progress, but rather one like 
the wave of the. sea—recession and 
advance, with each new advance 
rather further than the lust, al- 
though the progress made may ‘not 
seem obvious at times * when the 
wave is flowing backwards. 

A beginner very ently in his 
Career will find himself happy with 
one special club, If only he could 
use the others as well!

is the cause of many golfing ‘set- 
backs,

The galfer who, mua’ eve his gume 
to the point of belng able to play it 
at his own pnoe—without anxiety 
and without fatlguc—will find the 
maximum benefit to his health as 
wall as the peak of improvement In 
his game.—(Suuday Herald Copy- 
right).

Sad Fate of Old 
Newspapers, 


MERE WRAPPERS NOW.

Like. Russian nobilities of the 
Tsarist regime fallen from their 
lofty pedeatal, so have the Ameri- 
can newspapers fallen. Papers 
that once had the power and in- 
fluence to make war betwen nations 
are now used for other less dignified 
and hermiess purposes. That So- 
clety page which had once been in 
the perfumed hands of a young and 
pretty millionairess may now be 
found among a heap of salt-fish in 
Des Vooux Road West. 

Indeed, it is a sad. fate that 
awaits American newapapers in this 
part of the world! What their fate 
might have been if they did not 
migrate to Hong ,Kong and South 
China is one we may conjecture. 
Probably they may go the way of 
all newspapers—printed, read, and 
forgotten, However, thanks to the 
fertile ‘bralns and Ingenuity of the 
business world, they are not allowed 
to sink Into graceful ‘oblivion. 
Instead, they are transported 
into this part cf the ghbe 
in large and up-to-date liners 
from thelr native shores to 
be publicly degraded. 

You may not be observant enough, 
but if you are, you will no doubt see 
that many of the parcels you carry 
away from your provision atores, 
or it may be from your favourite 
fruit stall In the Contral Market, | 
aro, wrapped with a page from the 
Californis ‘Sun, or the Boaton 
Despatch, or the San Francisco 
Courier. ‘Latterly -you may have 
observed the Dafly Mail, and even 
tho London Telegraph among their 
unfortunate contemporarics from 
the Pacific Coast. 

Many ontside.the pale of the busi- 
ness ‘clrclo may be puzzled as to 
how. and when comes this 
Influex of newspapers. Woll,

SYomo years ago, Chinese retailers , 
in Hong Kong and Canton were 
faced with a shortage of paper with 
which to wrap the goods they sell to 


demand, ‘and it is here again Bri- 
| Uish merchants, had to. learn -from 
their business rivals,  Realfaing 
that the Californian market cannot 


their customers. Local marine haw- 
kers, who went out daily buying 
okt British papers produced in 
Hong Kong, at four or five cents a 
catty, could not’ collect anough to: 
supply retailers. Shopkecpers, al- 


ways with an eye on economy, re-! 


fused to buy packing paper, and 
Chinese newspapers were unsuitable 
for their purpose. What was to 
be done? Indeed the situation was 
.a most cruicial one, until a bright, 
Chinese broker solved the problem 
for them. 

The broker, according to’ a reli- 
able authority, first suggested to a 
British firm to order a few hundred 
tons of old British newspapers from 
Home. The offer was turned down 
and the broker was ridiculed for his 
mad Sden. Nothing daunted, the 
shrewd Chinese middleman put his 
idea before an American merchant, 
who at once jumped at the scheme. 
A cable was flashed the same day 
neross to San Francisco with the 
order to collect all available old 
newspapers, pack them Into bales, 
and ship by first available steamer. 

Three months after, this strange 
cargo arrived. ‘A rapid calculation 
was mnde and it waa found that it 
could be sold with profit at G$12.30 
per ton of 2,000 Ib. cif. The 
entire lot was sold out two days 
after arrival, More orders follow- 
ed, and over thera in-California the 
news alec got around with the re- 
sult that several “junk” shops came 
into extatence simply for the pur- 
pose of buying up all old newspapers 
that were going. Small hydraulic 
pressing factories wore set up .to 
bale these papers for shipment, and 
from that day this business has 
never looked backward. It aie 
pushed forward by leaps and 
, bounds, with prices always on the 
rise, To-day’s quotation is G§$17.50 | 


per ton, and supplics are limited and | 


cannot be had unless booked four” 
months ahead, The average month- 
ly shipment to Hong Kong is 6,000; 
tons. 

‘ The irony of the whole thing ‘was 
that after American merchants had 
more or lesa monopolised this trade, 
British firms i Hong Kong began 
to accept ordera for this: commodity 
and the only market they had to buy 
from was California, Up to- the

Six-day trips to the moon is the 

posslbility foreshadowed by Profes- 

sor John Q. Stewart, of Princetun 

Univorsity, in his new book, 

“Selence To-day.” : 

Professor Stewart belleves that 
‘within the next 100 years our des- 
cendants. will be able to travel to 
the moon in rocket-propelled. ships, 
and that the journey will take about 
six days. ; 

A vehicle for carrying men to tho 
moon, he explaina, must be designed;

kilowatts, Jf the present trend of 
increase in vehictlar .apecda con-) 
tinucs, the journey to the moon will 
offer no difficulties that science can-| 
not solve. :

Berlin. 

The growth of political erfme 
and of fraudulent financial deals 
has made the Prussian Minister of 
Justice warn the judiciary that the 
national interest demands sen- 
tences of severity corresponding 
with the heaviness of the offences, 
especially in a period of crisis Hke 
the present. Penalties have be- 
come severer during tho last few 
moitha, but political crime is be- 
ginning to get out of control. 

It does not always assume penal 
forms, and even when it does it is 
so often backed by authority and 
by local opinion that -the victims 
In the country 


(Elhe—the Nazis have establistied a 


kind of terror, and Republicans are 
menaced ‘sometimes with open 
violence and sometimes with soclal 
and economic boycott. Little by 
Nttle, the Nazis are building up a 
State within the State, They have 
never been more confident than 
they are now. ‘ 

It is, incidentally, an error to 
suppose that all Germans arc 
“pessimistic” or “in despair,” for 
the Nazis are full of exuberant 
optimism and the Communists, too, 
are hopeful.

It is the busi- 
ness world and the responsible 
lenders in the Government and in 
the Sociallat party who are down- 
henrted, and they are certainly in 
a very black mood at the moment.

While the Spanish Republic al- 
ready has some Republican 
stamps, its supply of paper 
and silver money with monarchical 
efigies is destined to Inst 
for many years to come. 
Last Summer, the Minister of Iin- 
ance, Senor Indalecio Pricto, issued 
a decree requiring all paper moncy 
to be taken to the bank of Spain 
or one of its branches to be stamp- 
ed with a Republican seal. Not much 
attention was: paid to. the decree, 
however, except In such places os 
Sevilin and Cadiz where many of 
the Imaginative Andalusians became 
alarmed, and decided to change what 
paper money thoy had Into silver, 
thereby obliging the Bank of Spain 
to send big silver: remittinces to 
satiafy the demands of tho citizens.
